Washington, April &. ee \—The in- 
come tax law has been scuttled by the su- 
preme court of the United States which, 
today, handed town a decision declaring 
it unconstitutional in two of its main 
features. 

The landlords of the country are ex- 
empted from an income tax and the owners 
of bonds of almost every kind, federal, 
state, county and municipal, 


' Oui. 


But the manufacturer and the salaried 
employe will, for the present at least, be 
compelled to pay 2 per cent on all incomes 
in excess of $4,000 a year. 

The holes made in the 
@re so fatal as to necessitate either its 
repeal or its material amendment, as the 
people of the country will hardly care to 
see the large capitalists and trust com- 
panies absolutely protected, while the 
poor men, comparatively speaking, are 
forced to contribute to run the national 
government. 

The question whether the ruling out of 
incomes derived from rents would make 
the whole law unconstitutional was de- 
cided in the negative by a divided cour® 
for the reason that when the court is 
divided on a question it is neither affirmed 
mor reversed, but stands as it is. This 
leaves the law to stand as enacted, ex- 
cept as to the two points mentioned. The 
decision will relieve from tax an enormous 
amount of current money. Every man 
who pays rent will pay an income tax on

his gross revenue and can make no de-| 


duction for what he pays his landlord, an 
the landlord will enjoy the money free 
from all responsibility of contributing to 
the federal revenues. 

The insurance companies and great com- 
binations of capitalists which control 
thousands of business blocks and the great 
sky-scrapers, can receive their rents and 
disburse them free of taxation. The men 
who own farms, or city property 
bringing in incomes which may be many 
times the amount exempted, will, under the 
dec'sion of the court, be entitled to deduct 
from their gross revenue every penny re- 
ceived from their tenants. 

The decision also practically exempts the 
bondholder class of the country from all 
income tax. United States bonds are spe- 
Gifically exempted by the provisions of the 
law itself. Now, under the decision of the 
supreme court, every man receiving in- 
come from state or municipal bonds may 
deduct that in the return made to che. inter- 
mal revenue officers, and it is easy to see 
that in a great majority of cases capital- 
{ists who may be worth millions of dollars, 
after deducting the revenue they Gerive 
from real estate and federal, county 
and municipal bonds, will not pay the gov- 
ernment a dollar of tax. 

The total combined debt of the states and 
territories, less the sinking fund, is $1,135,- 
216,442, and the interest on this enormous 
sum, which is estimated at about $65,000,000,

THE DECISION SUMMARIZED. 


Leading Points in the Opinion Re- 
cited—Synopsis of the Dissents. 

Washington, April 8.—The announcement 
of the decision of the supreme court of the 
_ United States, in the income tax cases to- 
. day, was made in the presence of a crowd-

Boutwell; R: B. Bowler, comptroller of the 
treasury; Senators Mitchell and Hunton; 
ex-Attorney General Garland, Hon. George 
C. Gorman and a great number of attor- 
neys more or less interested in the action 
of the court. 

The members of the court, except Mr. 
Associate Justice Jackson, entered the 
chamber promptly at noon. A few cases 
of minor importance were disposed of, and 
the chief justice announced that at the 
conclusion of the sitting on Thursday the 
court would adjourn over’ Good Friday, 
and several orders of the court, after which 
the great case of the day was read by him. 
He said, amidst an almost painful stillness: 

“Iam charged with the duty of announc- 
ing the opinion and judgment of the court 
in the case of Charles Pollock vs. the 
Farmers’ Loan and Trust Company et al.” 

Summing Up the Points. 

The conclusions’ of the court were stated 
to be as follows: 

1. That by the constitution federal taxa- 
tion is divided into two great classes— 
direct taxes and duties, imposts and ex- 
cises, 

That the imposition of direct taxes is 
Governed by the rule of apportionment 
among the several states, according to 
numbers, and the imposition of duties, im- 
posts and excises by the rule of uniformity 
throughout the United States. 

3. That the principle that taxation and 
representation go together was intended to 
be and was prescribed in the constitution 
by the establishment of the rule of appor- 
tionment among the several states, so that 
such apportionment should be according to 
humbers in each state. 

4. That the states surrendered their power 
to levy imposts and to regulate commerce 
to the general government and gave it the 
Concurrent .power to levy direct taxes in 
reliance on the protection afforded by the 
rules prescribed, and that the compromises 
ef the constitution cannot be disturbed by 
legislative action. 

o. That these conclusions result from the 
text of the constitution and are supported 
by the historical evidence furnished by the 
circumstances surrounding the framing and 
adoption of that instrument, and the views 
of those who framed and adopted it. 

6. That the understanding and expectation 
at the time of the adoption of the consti- 
tution was that direct taxes would not be 
levied by the general government except 
unier the pressure of extraordinary ex- 
and such has been the practice 
August 15, 1894. If the power to 
do so is to be exercised as an ordinary 
and usual means of supply, that fact fur- 
nishes an additional reason for circumspec- 
tion in disposing of the present case. 

7. That taxes on real estate belong to 
the class of direct taxes, and that the taxes 
on the rent or income of reavestate, which 
is the incident of its ownership, belong to 
the same class. 

8. That by no previous decision’ of this 
court has this question been adjudicated to 
the contrary of the conclusions now an- 
nounced. That so much of the act of Au- 
Gust 15, 1894, as attempts to impose a tax 
upon the rent or income of real estate with- 
out apportionment is invalid. 

Municipal Bonds Non-Taxa2bie. 

The court is further of opinion that the 
act of August 15, 1894, is invalid so far as 
it attempts to levy a tax trpon the income 
derived from municipal bonds. AS a mu- 
nicipal corporation is the representative of 
the state, and one of the instrumentalities 
of the state government, the property and 
revenues of municipal corporations are not 
the eral taxation, nor is the 
income derived from stdte, county and mu- 
nik ipal securities, sirf@®\ taxation on the in- 
terest therefrom operates on the power to 
orrow before it is exercised and has a 

isibie influence on the e ntract, and, 

refore, such a tax is a tax omthe power 
of the states and their instrumentalities 
to borrow money, and, consequently, re- 

ugnant to th» constitution.

Whether any 
part of the tax, if not considered as a 
direct tax, is invalid for want of uniform- 
ity on either of the grounds Smepensee t 
tne justices who heard the are 
equally divided, and, therefore, no psc ew 
is expressed; the result*is, that the decree 
of the circuit court is reversed and the 
cause remanded with directions to enter a 
decree in favor of complainant in respect 
only of the voluntary payment of the tax 
on the rents and income of its rea] estate, 
and that which it holds in trust, and on the 
income from the municipal bonds owned or 
SO &@id by it.’’ 

The chief justice said that the jurisdic- 
tion of courts of equity to prevent diversion 
of funds by breach of trust or illegal pay- 
ment of the funds had been frequently 
amirmed by the court. The question was 
not raised in the court below, but had been 
explicitly waived on the argument of ‘the 
case, and the court felt justified in pro- 
ceeaing to a decision of the case on its 
merits. He said that the power to decide 
a law unconstitutional was used with re- 
luctance, but the responsibility could not be 
evaded when the necessity arose. The con- 
tentions respecting this law were: First, 
that a tax on rents was @ tax on real es- 
tate, and that not being laid according to 
apportionment it was invalid. second, that 
it Was not uniform, and a vilolation of the 
constitutional requirements that such taxes 
shall be laid with uniformity. Under this 
head came the exceptions in favor of those 
persons who were not in possession of an 
income of $4,000; of mutual insurance com- 
panies, savings banks, and partnerships, all 
organized for and doing the same business 
as that of corporations authorized by the 
States. These exceptions it was held were 
arbitrary and capricious, and not based 
upon sound public policy. Third, that in- 
comes from investments in state and muni- 
cipal bonds could not be taxed. 

Direct and Indirect Taxation. 

The chief justice proceeded to a consid- 
eration of the constitutional requirements 
With respect to the imposition of the two 
forms of taxation, direct and indirect, and 
Said that the framers of the constitution 
inended to make the consent of those: who 
were expected to pay, essential to the 
validity of any tax. They had just come 
out of a conflict upon the great principle of 
taxation with representation, and they were 
intended to go together—that congress 
should so impose a tax that it would fall 
with even force and effect upon all of the 
constituents of those who voted for it: The 
States represented in the constitutional 
convention, said the chief justice, surren- 
dered their right to levy imposts, excises 
and duties to the general government. They 
looked forward to the time when great 
States to the west of them would be coming 
into the union, and when they gave up 
that right they did so with confidence that 
the rule of uniformity would be observed 
in the laying of taxes by the congréss. 

The first question to be considered, said

CABINET MEMBERS ARE WORRIED 


There Seems No Hope of Stemming 
the Silver Tide. 


THE PEOPLE ARE THOROUGHLY AROUSED 


Other States May Follow the Example of 
Vice President Stevenson’s State, 
and Remove All Doubt. 


Washington, April 8.—(Special.)\—The ac- 
tion of the democratic state committee of 
jliinois in callicg a coinage convention for 
June 5th has caused a great flutter among 
administration democrats. It is even hinted 
iat the most interesting topic at a recent 
meeting of cabinet officers was this extra-

There 1rge number of Illinois 
democrats who could not stand upon a 
free coinage piatform, and many of them 
are now cennected with the democratic ad- 
ministration in Washington and not a few 
in Illinois. It is not only what Illinois may 
do that alarms the goldbugs, but the fact 
that the example of Illinois may spread to 
other states. Missouri, lowa, Kansas, Ne- 
braska and the silver states in the west, 
and probably more, all of the southern 
where the sentiment for free coin- 
strong, and possibly to Ohio 
In fact, the action of the ll- 
is thought to be of the 
widest signilicance of any political move 
since the presidential election. 

There is apparently: little hope amone 
the men opposed to free coinage that within 
the two months between now 
and the time of holding the 
convention, it will be possible’ to 
Overcome: the free silver sentiment that 
pervades the democracy in Illinois. The 
free silver forees of Illinois are well or- 
ganized. Silver literature has been widely 
Circulated in the state and furnished the 
corner grocery politician with 
phrases and arguments with which to con- 
vince his to the silver 
men, there is general apathy. Every time 
a silver man has advanced an argument 
in favor of the white metal to an adniinis- 
tration democrat, or to a man opposed to 
free coinage, the reply of tho latter has 
been: ‘‘Well, perhaps you are right. These 
matters will adjust themselves in time,’’ 
or, “‘there will be time enough to consider 
these matters during the next campaign.” 

Grew Too Fast for Them. 

No effort was made to stem the free 
coinage movement until it was found that 
it had reached enormous proportions. Then 
the anti-silver men woke up. The first 
move was sending the delegation to Wash- 
ington to invite President vane to go 
to Chicago and make a goldbuge address 
The desire of that committee ena the men 
behind it, it is stated, was to head off the 
silver men if possible, and ‘to start the 
ball rolling the other way; to get up a 
counter movement to the free coinage senti- 
ment that has been sweeping over the state. 
It is now felt.'to be too late to do very 

ch effective work, though from this time 
xe the convention, meets every effort will 
be made to overcome the silver sentiment 
and defeat the purposes for which the con- 
vention was called. 3ut so strong has the 
silver movement become that there is little 
hope cf doing this, and consequently there 
is great trouble in the anti-silver camp. 

How the States Line Up. 

Already speculation has been rife on 
the possibilities of the silver movement, 
carried out on the Illinois plan. The States, 
with their representation in the national 
convention, where it is claimed free silver 
ean be carried in the democratic party, are 
as follows:

Just Two-Thirds. 

The convention will be composed of 9064 
delegates and should the silver men carry 
the states named, it would be seen that 
they would not only have enough to adopt 
a silver platform, bur would have exactly 
the two-thirds necessaly to nomirate in a 
democratic convention. This would include 
delegates from the three organized territo- 
ries and the same number from Indian and 
Alaska territories. Such delegates were ad- 
mitted at the last convention. It is believ- 
ed that in several of the states given the 

rganizattion of the democratic state com- 
mittees is against the free colnage of sil- 
ver and that coinage conventions will not 
be held, yet the avork of securing favor- 
able delegations to a silver candidate and 
a silver platform next year will proceed, 
and it is possible that meetings without 
the regular organization may be called to 
give voice to the sentiments of the silver 
democracy if the state committees should 
refuse to act. Of course, much depends 
upon the result of the Illinois convention. 
Should there be a pronounced silver senti- 
ment and a declaration of no uncertain 
meaning in favor of the unlimiged coinage 
of silver at 16 to 1 without regard to what 
other countries may do, there appears little 
dowbt that it would be followed by similar 
conventions in nearly all of the states 
named, and the silver issue placed promi- 
nently at the front as a demuocretic cardinal 
principle in the nxet campaign.

“The names of these witnesses obviouse- 
ly I cannot with propriety. reveal, since, 
Sharing their knowledge in common with 
many others, they might justly shrink 
from being singled ouf and called to verify 
that of which not only they, but -others 
equally with themselves, had ocular proof, 

‘1 must, therefore, say that if my state- 
ment reproducing such testimony is not in 
harmony with facts, I regret having made 
it. I could have neither desire nor motive 
for saying anything unkind or uncharitable 
of the president or of any party whatso- 
ever. The case being one of conflict of 
testimony between witnesses of equal 
redibility, I cannot decide, and since I 
have no personal knowledge apart from 
the testimony, i withdraw the statement 
and tender apologies and sincere regrets to 
the president of the United States and to 
the public.

COMING ON THIS SIDE OF THE RIVER 
Southwestern Traffic Men To Meet on 
Lookout Mountain Today. 
Chattanooga, Tenn., April &.—(Special.)— 
A-meeting of the Southwestern Traflic As- 
sociation will be held at Lookout Inn tomor- 
row. The association is composed of all 
the Texas lines and fifteen or twenty ~epre- 
Sentatives, including the most prominent 
freight men of thai territory, will be in at- 
tendance. Chairman L. F. Day, of St. 
Louis, arrived yesterday morning and went 
at once to the inn. The association will

The 
question at issue between the twe associa- 
tions is a familiar one and the Chatta- 
nooga shippers especially have a vivid 
recollection of the big advance in rates 
made by Mr. Day’s association last Novem- 
ber. The rates have been restored on some 
lines, but the two associations have never 
come to an understanding and unless such 
be arrived at another demoralization of 
Texas rates may happen any day. The 
western lines have claimed that the divis- 
ion of the through rates was inequitable, 
the southeaseern companies getting more 
than their share. The lines east of the 
river, on the other hand, assert that they 
have not received more than is due them, 
A conference with representatives of some 
of-the southeastern with the western as- 
sociation, at its meeting here, will likely 
be held and a more binding agreement 
entered into.

FOURTH REORGANIZED. 
Carolina’s Historic Brigade Re-Enlists 

in the State’s Service, 

Charleston, 8. C., April 8.—(Special.)—The 
Organization of the historic Fourth brigade, 
Which was in trouble with the state authori- 
ties owing to the refusal of the officers to 
go to Darlington at the time of the alleged 
dispensary riots, has, at length, been com- 
pleted. The various companies “have been 
enlisted under the new law, and the brigade 
will parade for inspection on Tuesday, April 
16th, under the new organization. The bri- 
gade consists of nine companies of infantry, 
four companies of naval militia, two com- 
panies of artillery, and three companies of 
cavalry. This places in the service of the 
state an effective force of upwards of 1,000 
enlisted men of the branches of the service 
concentrated in the three coast cities of 
Charleston, Georgetown and Port Royal. 
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A Blaze in New Orleans. 

New Orleans, April 8.—Fire broke out 
tonight in H. Graberheimer’s wholesale 
grocery store on Magazine street, between 
Poydras and Natchez streets. A general 
alarm was sent in and by good work the 
flames were subdued, but the entire estab. 
lishment was gutted and thoroughly water- 
soaked. Hammond’s wholesale grocery 
next door was also considerably damaged 
by water. Loss probably $20,000; covered by

SOME STRONG ARM IS NEEDED 


Neither a Republic Nor a Monarchy Can 
Stand Alone for Any Great Length 
of Time. 


San Francisco, Cal., April 8.—(Correspcnd- 
ence of the United Press per Steamer Pe- 
ru.)—Honolulu, Marth 31.—The jx.st eleven 
days have been uneventful, The coutin- 
gent of thirty-four rebel prisoners shipped 
to Hilo on the 22d per steamer Kinan was 
attended by a large crowd of natives at 
the wharf, some of whom were wailing. 
The prisoners were in excellent spirits 
during the voyage of two nizgats. 

Some of the Hilo natives made 
demonstration over them on ‘neir 
Marshal Hitchcock, who was alony, 
the prisoners some good advice, and 
them to labor on the gov 
seven miles north, where 
treated and cared for. 

On the evening of the 
mass meeting of natives was heid on Un- 
ion square. It was called by the Ha- 
waiian Annexation League, Wit?) Suile CO- 
operation from the members of the Ameri- 
can League. For various reasons the 
meeting seemed to have lacked support 
from influential quarters, chiefly because 
the movement was regarded as premature. 

The object of the meeting was to promote 
among the natives a sentiment in favor of 
annexation. There was a large crowd 
present, not less than 1,000, among whom 
were many native women. Not over half 
of the crowd were natives Most of the 
prominent royalists who have lately. beer 
working for annexation failed to be pres- 
ent, probably not considering the natives to 
be yet prepared for such an effort. Paul 
Neumann had been engaged to speak, but 
he sent a letter saying that he was ufr- 
avoidably detained, but was unreservedly 
in favor of annexation. No official of the 
government was present. All the members 
of the government are heartily desirous of 
annexation, but they do not consider the 
question to be a live issue at the present 
time. A most significant address was i ide 
by C. B. Hopkins, a half-white, and a 
strong royalist partisan. Referring to the 
present government he said: 

“It is most hateful to Hawaiians, but 
annexation will rid us of it. If something 
putrid lay before your door, would you not 
try every means to remove it? Since tifis 
government is so offensive to us, shall we 
not adopt this measure, which will put an 
end to it? Annexation is the only weapon 
remaining to us by which we can expel 
this objectionable government. 
appealing under protest to 
States—that failed. We then 
comniissioners to see the president and get 
an answer, and they returned unsuccessful, 
We then sent Widemann to England, 
France and Germany for their interposition, 
but his quest was equally fruitless. Lastly 
arms were taken up and that means of 
expelling this hated government i lso failed 
utterly. Will you now give it up and do 
nothing? I say you still have another 
weapon that will succeed. It is annexa- 
tion. That will place you under the liber: il 
government of the United St: tes and will 
end this despised government.’ 

Escape from Dole’s Power, 

Hopkins’s address is valuable as express- 
ing the sentiments of the large né itive rte 
ment opposed*to the government of th 
republic 

Charles Wilson, the ex-queen’s trusted 
friend, advocated annexation. ‘“T have no 
objection either to a republic or a mon- 
archy,” he said, ‘‘but on account of the 
mixed characted of our population neither 
can last without some strong arm to up- 
hold it. We cannot always depend upon 
bayonets. Annexation is the only solution. 
If the United States will not take us, then 
we must seek protection of some other 
country.” 

No resolutions were passed at this meet- 
ing. It seems to have been mainly a tenta- 
tive effort. On the whole it does not ap- 
pear that the royalist majority of natives 
are yet largely inclined to rally to the an- 
nexation standard. It is learned that a 
rumor is now Widespread among them that 
England is about to interfere and restore 
the ex-queen. 

It is considered quite probable, however, 
that the larger body of the natives will 
gradually come to feel the force of the con- 
siderations urged by Hopkins, tfiat annexa- 
tion will release the political prisoners, will 
remove their bayonet government and per 
haps give themselves unlimited suffrage. 

The Native Hawaiian Republican Club re= 
ports branch clubs formed or forming in 
sixteen districts on the other islands, They 
have nominated A. W. Carter for the va- 
cancy in the lower house, caused by the 
death of his cousin, Charles L. Carter. He 
has declined the nomination in favor of A. 
G. M. Robertson, who will probably be 
chosen. The eléction will be held May 6th, 
and The legislature will probably meet soon 
after that date. 

The officers of the national guard have 
voted with great unanimity to ask the gov- 
ernment to procure the services of an ‘ex- 
perienced United States military officer to 
command them as colonel. This will proba-

MORO CASTLE ATTACKED 


At the Same Time the Assault Was 
Made on the Cabanas. 

New York, April 8.—The Herald’s special 
from Key West, Fla., says. 

“Passengers on the steamer Mascotte, 
which arrived from Havana late Saturday 
night, say that the assault on the Cabanas 
was more serious than at first reported. 
Moro castle was assailed at the same time 
and an attempt was made to blow up the 
Havana harbor. The 
plot appears to have been extensive, 
several efforts having been made during 
the last few nights to carry it out. 

“The assault on the Cabanas is believed 
to have been an attempt to reach Sanguilly 
to wreak vengeance upon him. The rattle 
of artillery from Moro castle to the Ca- 
banas, while the engagement lasted, was 
distinctly heard aboard the vessels in the 
harbor. No details of the affair can be 
learned from the authorities. The press 
only publishes the bare fact, but the dis- 
appearance of several prominent revolu- 
tionists from Havana, known to have been 
implicated in the plot, tells its own story. 

“It is said Moro castle and the Cabanas 
are crowded with political prisoners. The 
air is stifling and the cells filthy and the 
irimates are suffering every privation. The 
guards have been doubled since the at- 
tack.”’

Cutting the Wires. 

Havana, April 8—Via Key West, Fla.— 
A band of insurgents, cutting wires in the 
Santiago de Cuba district near Palermo 
Soriano, was fired upon yesterday by the 
government treops under General La 
Chambre. Jt is reported that one of the 
insurgent leaders was killed. The wires 
were repaired and service between San- 
tiago and Havana is restored. Insurgent 
bands of four hundred or five hundred men 
each are numerous in the province of 
Santiago, but the authorities report all 
quiet in other provinces. 

A party of eight whites and three ne- 
groes started from here in an omnibus 
yesterday. The authorities were warned 
several days ago and the party was capt- 
ured six miles outside of Havana. They 
were armed with revolvers and carried 
an insurgent flag. They are now in jail 
here. It is said they expected others to 
meet them and intended attacking the 
barracks of the civil guard at Jaruco. Re- 
ports of insurgent successes in the in- 
terigr are denied by authorities here. 


GOVERNOR CLARKE’S STATEMENT 


About the Difficulty Between Him and 
Representative Jones. 

Little Rock, Ark., April 5.— As the out- 
come of his encounter yesterday with Rep- 
resentative Jones, Governor Clarke today 
went before a magistrate, pleaded guilty 
sarrying concealed weapons and paid 
the conventional fine of $50. Judge Rob- 
bins and Prosecuting Attorney Pemberton 

waited upon the governor and asked if he 
preferred arrest on a warrant or by grand 
jury’ indictment. for assault and battery 
upon Jones, but the governor evaded the 
question. There is talk of impeaching the 
governor, 

Governor Clarke issued a card explaining 
his encounter, in which he says he ap- 
proached Jones and asked him in future 
when discussing the state affairs not to use 
his (Clarke’s) name, whereupon Jones flew 
into a rage.

Orlando, Fla., April 8.—(Special.)—The 
question of bloomers has put the women 
of this town by the ears.

EX-GOVERNOR KEMPER IS DEAD. 


He Was a Prominent Figure in. Vir- 
gzinia Politics. 

Richmond, Va., April 8.—(Special.)—Hon. 
James L. Kemper, who was the democratic 
governor of this state from 1872 to 1876, the 
important period of its history, died at his 
home in Crange county hast night. The de- 
ceased had been ill for several years and 
his death was not unexpected. General 
Kemper was the first:native governor elect- 
ed by Virginia after the close of the war. 
He succeeded Gilbert C. Walker, who was 
chosen by the conservative elements of the 
state after the restoration of the state to 
full fellowship in the union.

Watson, speaker of the senate, who is a 
democrat, becomes acting governor. By 
the elevation of Mr. Watson to the guber- 
natorial chair the senate of this state be- 
comes a tie—four republicans and four 
democrats. Mr. Watson will not serve out 
Governor Marvel’s unexpired term, but 
will act as the chief executive of the state 
until the next general election in Novem- 
ber, 1896. What effect the death of Gov- 
ernor Marvel will have upon the senatorial 
contest being waged in the legislature be- 
tween Higgins amd Addicks is difficult to 
forecast.

At One Time He Was Editor of The

Richmond, Va., April 8.—(Special.)—Intel- 
ligence was received here tonight of the 
death, at Scottsville, Albermarle county, 
of Rev. Joseph Walker, the oldest and 
one of the most widely known ministers 
in Virginia.

“Let the people of the state open their 
eyes, look into the matter and declare by 
the help of each other, pluck and persever- 
ance of a patriotic brotherhood, we. will 
have a state building. How sad to stand 
and look over the busy field and have point- 
ed out the places at which the foreign 
countries and states wili erect buildings 
and display their products, and then to re- 
flect, where is Alabama? Let the state 
board recently created plan to this end. 
The people here and wild and there's oniy 
One question asked—that is, ‘What will we 
‘do with all the people?” The answer is 
promptly returned, ‘Build hotels and take 
care of them, ana open our homes to them.

Some milk had been 
left standing during the night and one of 
Mr. Ardis’s daughters drank a glass of it. 
She became deathly ill and a physician 
with difficulty restored her. An examina- 
tion showed that some of the poison had 
been emptied into the milk, but fortunatciy 
enough of it had not dissolved to cause the 
child’s death who drank it. Who could have 
perpetrated the cowardly attempt on the 
lives of his family Mr. Ardis cannot im- 
agine.

A COWARDLY MURDER. 


One Man, Hiding in Ambush, Shoots

Athens, Ala., April 8.—(Special.)—News of 
a tragedy on the farm of A. C. Witty, six 
miles north of Athens, was received here 
by telephone about 6:30:o’clock this after- 
noon. Morgan Weaver, a married man, 
about twenty-five years of age, and Will 
Lampkin, a negro boy, twenty years old, 
while working the public road Saturday 
afternoon, became involved in some trivial 
dispute, the result of which was that 
Weaver threw a pick at the negro.

Simpson and Rev. Merritt Con- 
dacted Three Meetings Yesterday. 
The Christian alliance held three interest- 

ing and successful meetings in the base- 


| ment of the First Methodist church yester- 


day. 

The meetings were conducted by Rev. Dr, 
A. B. Simpson of New York, and Rev, 
Stephen Merritt, both «. whom are strong 
speakers, 

The meetings were held at 10 o'clock in 
the morning, at 3:39 o’clock in the after- 
noon, and at 7:30 o’clock last night. The 
morning services were condicted by Mr. 
Merritt, and those in the afternoon and 
last night by Mr. Merritt and Dr. Simpson. 

The subject of the morning and afternoon 
meetings yesterday was the general work 
of the alliance, and the subject last night 
was on missionary work, home and for- 
eign. 

Last night’s meeting closed the series, 
and Rev. Merritt and Dr. Simpson wiil 
leave this morning for Chattanooga, where 
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to this case. In that view, it became nec- 
essary to inquire what were direct taxes 
at the time the constitution was adopted. 

The chief. justice then made extensive 
quotations from the history of the debates 
in the convention on the subject of taxa- 
tion. The inference from them, he said, 
was that the general distinction between 
direct and indirect taxation was well un- 
derstood by the members of the convention 
and that the expectation was that a direct 
tax would be the last resort of congress. 

The celebrated case of Hyton vs. the Unit- 
ed States, decided March 3, 1796, was then 
referred to at great length, the one in 
which it was held that a tax on carriages 
was not a direct tax. The several opinions 
filed by the several justices were quoted 
and Chief Justice Fuller asserted that 
in none of them was any expression of opin- 
ion as to whether or not dnything except 
land and capitalization tax was a direct 
tax, but they were confined to the case at 
hand. The case, he said, seemed to turn 
upon the declaration of Hamilton as to 
what constituted direct taxes; if there had 
been a reference to the decisions of the 
country from which the United States de- 
rived its jurisprudence, it would have been 
fatal, for in Great Britain income taxes had 
always been treated as direct taxes. 

The Springer Case Decision. 

The opinion then proceeded to review the 
decisions made by the supreme court in 
cases arising under the law of 1861, which, 
the chief justice said, counsel had con- 
tended that an income tax was not a dl- 
rect tax, and must be regarded as control- 
ling in the case under review. The princi- 
ple of stare decisions, he continued, applied 
only te cases as are directly in point. No 
court had ever held itself bound by any 
part of a decision not necessary to decide 
the case before it. The duty of any court 
charged with the. constructign of constitu- 
tional provisions was not to extend a de- 
cision on a question if an error of prin- 
ciple was likely thereby to be perpetuated 
or committed. In the light of these observ- 
ations, the opinion considered the decisions 
down to that in the Springer case, and con- 
cluded that they were all distinguishable 
from the one in hand, The Springer case 
was no exception to the rule, inasmuch as 
it did not present the point raised in this 
case—is a tax on rents a tax on real estate? 

The court, the opinion continued, was un- 
able to see any distinction between ga tax 
on real estate and a tax on the rents aris- 
ing from such real estate. What is land 
but the income thereof? was asked, The 
constitutional requirement was that direct 
taxes should be laid only by apportionment 
fAinong the states according to population, 
and this tax was a direct tax. There was 
no distinction between an annual tax on 
the value of land and a tax on the land it- 
self. Constitutional provisions, it was said, 
could not be thus evaded; it was the sub- 
Stance, and not the form or shadow that 
was to prevail in construing them. Upon 
this point there were many decisions, and 
some of them were quoted. 

“What the ccnstitution intended to pre- 
vent,”’ said the chief justice, ‘“‘was that no 
tax should be laid on the yesidents of any 
State by. the . representatives of other 
states.’’ The exercise of the power to levy 
direct taxes was to be restricted to extra- 
ordinary occasions. 

In conclusion, therefore, upon this point, 
the chief justice announced that the court 
were of the opinion that that part*of the 
law imposing taxes upon rents obtained 
from real estate was invalid, 

Next in order, the opinion considered the 
third objection to the law—that it imposed 
@ tax upon the incomes derived from in- 
vestments in state and municipal bonds, 
and was, therefore, invalid. 

Chief Justice Fuller reasserted the gen- 
eral principle that a tax on government 
bonds was held to be a tax on contracts 
and prejudicial to the public interest. It 
was, therefore, obvious that such a tax on 
the power of states or municipalities to 
make contracts was prejudicial to public 
policy, and, therefore, unconstitutional. 

On the other matters involved in the case 
of Hyde vs. the Continental Trust Com- 
pany of New York city, and in the case ol 
John G. Moore vs, Joseph 8S. Miller, com- 
missioner of internal revenue, for an in- 
junction to restrain him from proceeding 
to carry out the law, appealed from the 
courts of the District of Columbia, Chief 
Justice Fuller stated that the court was 
equally divided. The judgment of the lower 
courts, as far as it related to the payment 
of tax on rents and state and municipal 
bonds, was reversed. In the Moore case, 
the effect of the court’s action is to affirm 
the refusal of an injunctfonm against the 
commissioner of internal revenue, 

Field and White Dissent. 

Justices Field and White read indepen- 
dent dissenting opinions. 

Justice Filed devoted some time to a re- 
view of the. questions regarding rents, and 
denounced the principle sought to be estab- 
lished by the income tax law. Many of his 
conclusions were in conformity with those 
expressed by the chief justice. He also ate 
tacked the law on account of its lack of 
uniformity, and dwelt upon Its exemptions 
and the many discriminations found there- 
in. Taking up the exemption of mutual in- 
Surance companies, he declared that they 
were conducted on lines identical with 
those on which large corporations were 
conducted—for the mutual benefit of stock- 
holders. He inveighed against the exemp- 
tion of savings and building associations, 
which were not charitable institutions, but 
conducted for either money-making or 
money-saving. All these exemptions stamp-, 
ed the law as class legislation of the most 
pronounced character. The law violated 
every right and comity guaranteed under 
the constitution. That there should be any 
doubt about the siidject surpassed his com- 
prehension. If the census figures did not 
convince one of the magnitude and injus- 
tice of the exemptions granted, he did not 
think congress could be convinced ‘‘though 
one rose from the dead” to convince it. 

The law was also invalid in that it levied 
a tax upon salaries of the 101 judges of the 
United States, many of whom received 
small salaries. If the provisions of the 
constitution could be set aside by the ar- 
bitrary act of congress, where, he asked, 
would this power end? It was but a step- 
ping stone to other and greater acts that 
would eventually open the way for a war 
between the poor and the rich. Such a pow- 
er assumed by congresses and permitted to

be fixed at $4,000, future congresses might 
fix it at $15,000 or $20,000; thus compelling 
one class alone to pay the tax. Or, the lim- 
it might be fixed at an amount as a board 
of walking delegates might determine to 
be necessary. 

In conclusion, Justice Field announced his 
opinion that the whole law of 1894 should 
be declared to be null and void. 

White Says They Are All Wrong. 

Justice White prefaced his dissenting 
opinion with the statement that the custom 
of rendering long dissents in a court of 
last resort was more honored in the breach 
than in the observance. Their only effect 
was to weaken the efficacy of the opinion 
of the court. Justice White said he should 
not speak today but for the fact that the 
court had overruled and set aside estab- 
lished precedents and the settled and uni- 
form doctrine of the supreme court down 
to the present time. He_regretted that at 
this late day this court should thus ever- 
throw and nullify an act of cogress, sup- 
ported and aflirmed by all text writers and 
by every decision of the supreme court of 
the United States. When the fathers con- 
structed our form of government, they 
gave it, not limited, but unlimited power to 
levy taxes, With but one exception—that of 
taxing exports. The assertion that the 
constitutional power of congress was limit- 
ed was, he thought, the fundamental er- 
ror in the reasoning of the majority of this 
court. The great question before the court 
was, is the income tax a direct tax? That 
question Was practically decided a hundred 
years ago, and he did not deem it necessary 
to enter into an elaborate review of the 
cases that had been decided. in briefly re- 
Viewing the cases presented to the court, 
he observed that the arguments made and 
the citations used in this case were the 
Same aS those brought out in the Hyton 
case, and now this court was asked to again 
take up the question adjudicated by a unan- 
imous court a hundred years ago. 

Justice Harlan was of the opinion that a 
tax on the gains, profits and income deriv- 
ed froni the rent of lands was not a direct 
tax; that under numerous decisions of this 
court the income derived trom municipal 
bonds was not the subject of specific taxa- 
tion in any form by the United States. in 
other matters he was in accord with Justice 
W hite. 

At 2:35 o'clock the 
reading of opinions. 

Upon the question of the constitutionality 
of the taxation of incomes from state and 
municipal bonds, the court was unanimous- 
ly in the negative. 

Upon the question of taxation of rents, 
the court stood as follows: Aftirming—Jus- 
tices Harlan and White. Against the law~— 
Chief Justice Fuller, Justices Field, Gray, 
Brewer, Brown and Shiras. 

Upon the general questions of the con- 
Stitutionality of the law, the court is said 
to be divided as follows: For the law—Jus- 
tices Harlan, Brewer, Brown and White. 
Against the law—Chief Justice Fuller, Jus- 
tices Filed, Gray and Shiras. 

The president was informed of the income 
tax decision shortly after it was rendered 
by the supreme court, and, at 1:30 o’clock, 
he summoned Secretary Carlisle to the 
executive mansion and the two discussed 
the matter for some time. Other members 
of the cabinet dropped in later, among them 
the attorney general. The decision was 
a disappointment, but the administration 
will at once.issue instructions to collectors 
of internal revenue to conform to the emas- 
culated law. Secretary Carlisle followed 
his well-defined custom not to discuss the 
matter for publication. 

Attorney General Olney said the govern- 
ment would not ask for a rehearing, but 
would accept the decision as rendered. He 
was not surprised at that portion of it ex- 
cepung municipal and state bonds from taxa 
tion, but expressed the hope that the ques- 
tion of rents might be brought before the 
court in seme other shape when he enter- 
tained the strong belief that thé present 
attitude of the court would be reversed.

SENATOR HILL REJOICES, 


Says the Whole Act Is [{ nconstitution- 
aland Should He Repealed. 

Washington, April 5.—Senator Hill,’ of 
New York, who, more than any one else, 
antagonized the enactment into law of the 
income tax when it was before the senate, 
was an interested spectator and close lis- 
tener in the court room when the opinion 
was handed down today, His presence 
was accidental, however, as he ‘was called 
here from Albany to argue a New York 
case that was on the calendar for today. 
He is greatly pleased at the result of the 
case and discussed the effect of the de- 
cision. 

“I am naturally gratified,” he Said, “at 
the decision of the court by a vote of 6 to 
2 on two important questions involved in 
the act, They are both questions I had 
carefully considered and vigorously pressed 
in the senate, among other objections to 
the law. For myself, I have had 
any doubt that the tax imposed by the 
income tax law is a direct tax in all its 
features and, hence, an unconstitutional 
tax. I naturally think the opinions of 
Justices Fuller and Field are very able and 
convincing, and will receive the approval 
of the bar throughout the United States. 

“There never was any good reason for 
the enactment of the income tax law. It 
was pressed upon congress by a lot of 
populists, socialists, cranks and disturbers, 
and their views were unwisely adopted. 
It was classed one of the worst kind, 
From @ political point of view, it was the 
height of folly to adopt legislation of that 
character. It had never been laid down 
as a democratic principle nor adopted in 
any platform. It was foisted on the par- 
ty in an effort to get votes from a class 
of people who did not vote the ticket, in 
consequence of our adoption of the law, 
and never will, It antagonized the bust- 
ness community, delayed the adoption of 
a tariff reform bill and has injured the 
democratic party ever since.’’ 

The Law Should Be Repealed. 

“The effect of the decision will, in. my 
judgment, be excellent for the country. I 
have no doubt but that the whole act 
will eventually be declared unconstitution- 
al. The first act of the next congress 
should be to repeal the law and atone for 
our blunder; unfortunately, the republi- 
cans will get the benefit of the repeal. It 
would be the most supreme folly on the 
part of the democratic party to attempt

WHAT THE PRESIDENT SAYS. 


No Necessity for an Extra Session. 
Effect of the Decision. 

Washington, April 8.—The president, on 
being asked whether, in view of the decis- 
icn of the supreme court on the income tax 
law; an extra session of congress would be 
called, said that neither he nor the secre- 
tary of the treasury saw any necessity for 
such action and that unless there was an 
unexpected change in the conition, he 
had no idea that congress would meet 
again before the time appointed for its reg- 
ular session. 

The effect of the supreme court’s decision 
on the income tax law, so far as the treas- 
ury department officials can determine 


after a hurried estimate made this after- 


noon, will be a reduction of about one- 
half in the revenue originally estimated 
as obtainable from that source, thus mak- 
ing the annual revenue to be expected 
about $15,000,000. The original estimate of 
$30,000,000 per year was based on the as- 
sumption that ‘the law would be held to be 
constitutional in all of its provisions. Col- 
lectars of internal revenue will be notified 
of the decision and instructed to make 
whatever corrections may be necessary 
through the decision rendered today in the 
blank forms furnished them by the com- 
missioner of internal revenue. No new 
forms will be issued and the work of prep- 
aration for the collection of the tax will 
proceed without delay. 

What the Papers Say About It. 
New York, April 8.—The Herald says: 
‘Demanded by neither of the chief po-

Then 
by failing to reach any decision on the 
main question as to the ccenstitutionality 
of ‘the act, it has practically invited a 
deluge of suits to resist fhe enforcement 
of the law as a whole or to test particular 
provisions «of it, and has left the lower 
courts to render any number of conflicting 
decisions on these points.

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TAXPAYERS SOUIRM 


They Complain That the Assessors Are 
Valuing Property Too High. 


PAYMENT IS SLOW THIS YEAR 


The City Must Borrow Money to Pay Rur- 
ning Expenses Until the Citizens 
Come Up with Their Taxes. 


e 


Macon, Ga., April 8.—(Special.)—Sundry 
taxpayers speak of employing an attorney 
and enjoining the city of Macon from en- 
forcing the assessment that has been plac- 
ed on their property by the city tax assess- 
ors. They say they are required to make 
returns under oath, and yet the assessors 
Gisregard these returns, and set their own 
valuation on the property, which is in ex- 
cess of sworn figures and the true market 
value. 

The assessors have compiled the assess- 
ments on real estate, and property owners 
have been invited to.call on the assessors 
at their office at the city hall if they have 
any complaints to make. In response to 
this invitation a number of complainants 
have asked a reduction of assessments, and 
. they say if it is not granted they will take 
the matter into the courts. 

While in some cases there has been an 
increase in assessmentg there has been a 
decrease in a great many others. The total 
assessment for 1895 is a half million dollars 
less than for 1894. This would indicate that 
there has been a general reduction. The 
assessors say that this year they have en- 
deavored to equalize values rather than as- 
sess them. 

Not Paying Taxes. 

Under the law, city taxpayers are required 
to pay taxes quarterly. About $40,000 of 
taxes are now due tor the first quarter of 
1895, but only $5,000 of this sum has been 
paid. Consequently the city needs money 
for current expenses, 
from banks 
This hascreated the impressionthat the 
city’s finances are in very bad condition. 
_ The reverse is true, however. If taxes were 
paid promptiy, there would be no necessi- 
ty of the city borrowing from the banks, 
or having any delayed payments. If tax- 
payers would come up and pay promptly, 
the city would readily accomplish all requir- 
ed of it. Macon has today less floating 
debt and less bonded indebtedness than 
any other city of similar size in the south. 
The little money that Macon owes is a mere 
bagatelle compared to her wealth, resources 
and possibilities. The city has not desired 
to press collections of taxes, realizing the 
Stringency of the times, but it will be 
forced soon to cease indulgence, and adopt 
more drastic measures.

Excur- 
Sions are run from all parts of the south 
on the occasion of the annual memorial 
Services under the auspices of the Grand 
Army of the Republic. The speakers on 
these occasions are old soldiers of rank 
on either side in the late struggle. 

Macon is the nearest city to the famous 
cemetery and Macon people encourage the 
Grami Army of the Republic in its efforts 
to erect the monument.

The Income Tax Decision. 

After a vexatious delay, the federal 
supreme court has at last rendered an 
opinion in the income tax Case. 

The ‘court is equally divided upon sev- 
eral provisions of the new tax law, and 
these provisions will, therefore, continue 
in force, but the two most important 
clauses are held to be unconstitutional, 
viz: the tax on incomes from rents and 
the tax on incomes from state and mu- 
nicipal bonds. 

Naturally, the decision is very unsat- 
isfactory. It protects the very class of 
capitalists that should be taxed. It ex- 
empts the landlords and the owners: of 
bonds, while the corporation, the busi- 
ness man, the manufacturer, the salaried 
employe or professional man must be 
taxed 2 ner cent on all of their annual 
incomes in excess of $4.000. It taxes 
progress and exempts indolence—it fur- 
ther taxes labor and further exempts 
non-productive capital. 

Objectionable as the decision may be, 
it is the law for the present. It is esti- 
mated that the knocking out of the in- 
come tax on rents will take $10,000,000 
from our revenues, and the failure of the 
tax on bonds will alsvu cause a big re- 
duction. 

Altogether, the decision is a disappoint- 
ment to the couniry. The income tax 
was advocated chiefly because it was 
designed to reach the capitalistic drones 
who live on their rents and the interest 
on their bonds without doing anything to 
develop, or to produce, and who do not 
bear their part of the public expenses, 
while they get the full benefit and pro- 
tection of the government's service and 
care. Some of these multi-millionaires 
live in Europe or spend most of their 
time and money there, and these have 
no use for this country beyond their de- 
sire to get big rents and a good interest 
on their untaxed bonds. These idle 
non-producers are exempted under the 
present construction of the law, while 
their fellow countrymen who put their 
capital into productive industries or 
commerce must bear the burden. 

This may be law, but it is not justice. 
As the tax now stands, it will be obnox- 
jous to all industrious, enterprising and 
public spirited citizens. Very few will 
favor it outside of the two classes of 
rich men, the landlords and the bond- 
holders, who are not subject to its pro- 
visions. 

Fortunately, the law cannot long re- 
main on the statute book. The next 
congress will undoubtedly repeal it.

And 
yet the so-called shrewd tricksters who 
pursue these dark and crooked ways are 
not very shrewd, after all. If they had 
a tithe of their boasted sense and fore- 
sight they would know that honesty 
is the best policy, and they would never 
delude themselves with the belief that 
it is possible for a man to fool all. the 
people all the time, and swindle them 
to boot. Judge Hale may bave been a 
sharp knave, but he was also a fool. 
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Mr, Dana as a Silver Man. 

Our readers will remember that The 
New York Sun a few days ago had some 
comments on “ The Constitution’s pro- 
gramme, or rather the silver programme 
to legislate the standard of prices bodily 
away from gold.” The Sun referred to 
the purpose of the people to restore sil- 
ver as a violent proposition—‘an effort 
to reverse in a day the progress that 
has been in uninterrupted operation for 
sixty years.” 

The Constitution called the attention 
of Mr. Dana to the facts of the case, 
knowing that The Sun had formerly ad- 
vocated the free coinage of silver. We 
have reason to believe that our remarks 
should have. been addresed to Mr'| 
Thomas Hitchcock, better known by his 
pen-name of “Matthew Marshall,” who 
now has control of the financial views 
of The Sun. We do not know how Mr. 
Hitchcock obtaIned control of the finan- 
cial views of The Sun, nor do we know 
how he retains control. Perhaps, it is 
none of our business, but it is extremely 
unfortunate that Mr. Dana is not per- 
mitted to present his views in The Sun, 
as he used to do. 

In 1886 Mr. Thomas Hitchcock was 
not in control. Mr. Dana had charge, 
and, in discussing the silver questior, 
made this brief and crushing reply to all 
the financial platitudes and false state- 
ments that Mr. Thomas Hitchcock bas 
been able to make in the columns of The 
Sun since he assumed charge of its 
financial opinions. In 1886 Mr. Dana 
said in the editorial columns of The 
Sun: 

All trade is really the exchange of one 
commodity for another, and the kind of 
money employed to expedite it is of slight 
importance. Whether our grain, tiour, pork, 
cotton and tobacco are measured against 
greenbacks ard silver dollers or against 
gold sovereigns makes no Cifference in the 
quantity of iron, cloth, sugar or other goods 
that we get in exchange. We gain by a 
smaller dollar what we lose by a bigzer 
so7.€reign, and vice versa. In fact, we 
might transact all our foreign business per- 
fectly well by adopting bushels of wheat 
or barrels of flour units and reckoning 
prices in them, as we now do in dollars and 
pounds sterling. There would thus be noth- 
ing lost by abandoning to Europe the mo- 
nopoly of gold as money and reserving 
Silver to ourselves, and there would be a 
positive gain. Such a step would diminish 
the demands for gold, which would aid ma- 
terially in advancing its exchangeable value 
and in adding to the burden of existing 
debts. It would further tend to prevent 
tne steady fall in the prices of commodities 
which for the last five years has pera- 
lyzed enterprise in Europe as well as here. 
The stock of gold, which is insufficient for 
both of us, would be ample for one, and 
the surplus of silver now rejected by both 
would disappear in the market created by 
our adoption of it for monetary purposes. 
Whatever therefore, the devotees of the 
single gold standard may do, the true poli- 
cy of silver men is to abandon the effort to 
bring Europe into a. bimetallic unin 
with us. 

It will be observed that, in 1886, when 
Mr. Dana controlled the financial policy 
of The Sun, it was opposed to an in- 
ternational agreement, declaring that it 
was “the true policy of the silver men 
to abandon the effort to bring Europe 
into a bimetallic union.” That certainly 
was and is the true policy of the silver 
men, and it is the policy that Mr. Dana 
would ,be advocating now but for the 
fact that Mr. Thomas Hitchcock has 
been placed in charge of The Snn’s 
financial views. 

Mr. Dana, however, is no worse off 
in this respect than Hon. Henry Watter- 
son, who formerly controlled the finan- 
cial views of The Courier-Journal. In 
1886 Mr. Watterson was writing for The 
Courier-Journal the most brilliant ar- 
ticles in behalf of the free coinage of 
silver. In 1895 Mr. Watterson has been 
ousted, and The Courier-Journal has been 
made an appendage of a national bank. 

The money sharks are welcome to all 
the advantage they may obtain from the 
flabby arguments of Mr. Thomas Hitch- 
cock and the stupidity of the person 
who writes the financial editorials for 
The Courier-Journal. The people under- 
stand the situation clearly. They know 
what influences have been brought to 
bear to compel these great newspapers 
to eat their own words and to stultify 
themselves. 

We extend our sympathy to Editor

provide for the burial of their children 
in a respectable manner at the public 
expense, or through the charity of. so- 
cleties organized for that purpose. In 
New York and other large American 
cities, it is said that poor parents fre- 
quently give child life insurance com- 
panies the money that would have, a 
short time afterwards, saved the lives 
of their children by providing them 
with suitable food, medicine and at- 
tention. This is bad enough, but the 
matter assumes a horrible aspect when 
we are told by reputable persons that 
poverty-stricken people are actually 
tempted to murder their offspring for 
the sake of a few paltry dollars. 

The authorities of every state sbould 
investigate the business of child insur- 
ance and take such action as may be 
necessary. ; 

“Simply an Outrage.” 

When Mr. Cleveland denounced the 
Rey. Dr. Lansing’s attack upon him as

Dr. Lansing bad not the slightest 
justification for his action in standing 
up before the New England Methodist 
conference and charging the president 
of the United States with drunkenness.

No well-balanced preacher, 
with a proper sense of decorum, would 
have used such unjustifiable language 
about the nation’s chief magistrate in 
a religious body. 

The Constitution does not often see 
its way clear to defending Mr. Cleve- 
land, but it fully endorses bis indignant 
outburst against this latest assault upon 
bim. We have never felt disposed to 
accuse the president of neglecting his 
otficial business. On the contrary, it 
strikes us that he bas been altogether too 
attentive to business from what we be- 
lieve to be his wistaken point of view. 

Let us have no more of these indecent 
attacks upon the president. In his pub- 
lic capacity, he is a fit subject for legiti- 
mate criticism, but neither the press nor 
the pulpit has anything to do with his 
personal and private habits. The line 
must be drawn somewhere, and it should 
be drawn when wu man’s public life stops 
and where his private life begins. 


Venezuela’s New Hero. 

A Washington special says: 

Advices from Venezuela state that Con- 
gressman Livingston, of Georgia, is a hero 
of the day there, and that it would not be 
surprising if nis statue were erected on the 
public square at Caracas, alongside that of 
ex-President Monroe, as an exponent of 
the Monroe doctrine. Mr. Livingston intro- 
duced the resolution which passed congress 
directing the state department to intercede 
between Great Britain and Venezuela for a 
settlement of their troubles. He also made 
a speech on the subject, sounding the Mon- 
roe doctrine. The speech, it seems, has 
struck a popular chord in Venezuela and 
has attracted a great deal of attention 
there.

With the Venezuelan senoritas going 
into raptures over his picture, and the 
poet laureate of the country sending his 
nime down the corridors of time on 
the wings of song, the Georgia con- 
gressman has ubundant reason to feel 
proud. 

But the colonel wears his honors 
modestly. Tuey have not turned his 
head. He is a true friend to Venezuela 
and a strong advocate of the Monroe 
doctrine, but he would rather be stand- 
ing in the flesh in one of Atlanta’s 
squares than to pose in marble or bronze 
on the plaza of Caracas. 

Venezuela would gladly reach out for 
him, but she cannot tempt him to go 
down there to enjoy the fruits of his 
popularity.

| The Story of Henry Worley’s Escape Will 


Be Rehearsed This Morning. 
BEFORE A FEDERAL COURT JURY 


A Motion to Continue the Case Was 
Overruled by Judge Newman. 


COLONEL GLENN’S FATHER IS A WITNESS 


Summoned to Testify for the Prosecution. 
A Demurrer to the Bill Sustained 
on One Ground. 


The story of Henry Worley’s seizure by 
the whitecaps in Muyray county last April 
and his subsequent escape after dangling 
at the end of a stout rope, the fancied vic- 
tim of those desperate men, will be narrat- 
ed, in all its thrilling details, from the wit- 
ness stand in the United States court this 
morning. 

A more atrocious conspiracy was never 
plarned and executed under the shadow of 
night than the unsuccessful effort of the 
whitecaps to hang Worley at Bloodtown. 

Though less frightful, perhaps, than the 
final denouement in which the brave reve- 
nue informer gave up his Hfe in sight of 
the curling smoke of his own cottage, it 
nevertheless unfolds the deadly intent of 
the men who sought to take Worley’s life 
and who finally succeeded. 

The preliminary fight against the bill of 
indictment occurred before Judge Newman 
yesterday morning and though two of the 
counts fell under the heated assault of 
Colonel Glenn, the indictment, as a whole. 
was allowed to stand. On the four remain- 
ing counts that were left after Judge New- 
man’s decision was rendered the district 
attorney announced that the government 
was ready to proceed. 

This morning a jury will be impaneled to 
try the case and the witnesses for the gov- 
erfiment will be called to the stand.. 

Colonel Glenn's Father. 

Amcng the witnesses for the prosecution 
will be Mr. Jesse A. Glenn, of Whitfield 
county, the father of the brilliant young at- 
torney for the defendants. 

It will be a rather unusual scene pre- 
sented in the courtroom this inorning when 
Mr. Glenn is called to the witness stand 
and, after passing through a rigid exam- 
ination at the hands of the cistrict attorney, 
is turred Over to the tender mercies of his 
son. 

Mr. Glenn was a quiet spectator in the 
courtroom yesterday morning. He watch- 
ed the proceedings with deep interest and 
never permitted his eyes, for a single mo- 
ment, to wander from tne principal actors 
in the scene. Mr. Glenn is a dignified old 
gentleman with a grave, ministerial face 
that is not unlike the broad, open counten- 
ance of his son, at.d that bears upon its 
rugged features the indelible impress of 
intellectuality. 

On the witness stand this morning Mr. 
Glenn will testify in behalf of the prosecu- 
tion and he will likely be the first 
witnesses introduced. His testimony in the 
case will be interesting not only on ac- 
count of its materiality, but especially be- 
cuuse of the fact that he will testify on 
the opposite side of the case from the one 
on which his son is employed. 

Mr. Glena is one of the leading citizens 
of Whitfield county. He has practiced law 
at Dalton, Ga., for a number of years and, 
though in politics a stanch republican, he 
is recognized man of superior wgifts 
and enjoys a large practice in tha't section. 
In Mr. Glenn is below the medium 
beight and his face is cleanly shaven. 
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Details of the Session. 

Promptly at 10 o’clock yesterday morning 
Judge Newman entered the courtroom. 

Between the jurors, witnesses and public 
generally, tne courtroom was well crowd- 
ed. At each door a bailiff was stationed to 
preserve order and to see that the federal 
court was treated with proper deference by 
the spectators ntering the courtrcom. 

“Proceed Mr. James,’’ said the judge af- 
ter the formal ceremony of opening was 
concluded. 

“May it please your honor,” said the 
district attorney, “‘we desire to put on trial 
David Butner, John Quarles and Huse Nel- 
son, charged with conspiracy.’”’ 

‘Bring in the prisoners, then,’’ said Judge 
Newman, addressing the bailiff. 

In a few seconds three rough moun- 
taineers whose ruddy complexions were 
slightly blanched by their long confinement 
in the Fulton county jail, entered the court- 
room and took the seats assigned to them 
in the neighborhood of their counsel. 

“We announce ready,’ said the district 
attorney after a brief conference with Colo- 
nel Rucker. 

“What do you say for the defense, Colo- 
nel Clenn?” said the court, casting his eyes 
in that direction. 

“This is the first notice that we have 
received,’ said the attorney. rising to his 
feet, “that Huse Nelson would be put on 
trial this morning. I am the sole attorney 
for Tiuse Nelson and this is my first infor- 
mation of the district attorney’s intention.” 

“In order to make matters short,” said 
Colonel Rucker, “the government will not 
insist on the trial of Huse Nelson.” 

Questioned by the court as to whether 
or not he was ready to proceed with the 
cther defendants, the attorney replied that 
kre was not. his decision was reached af- 
ter a conference with his colleague, Colonel 
T. F. Grier and Mr. James E. Robinson. 

A Motion for Continuance. 

Colonel Glenn, in a formal manner, then 
proceeded to move for a continuance. He 
stated that two or three of the. defendants 
who were indicted in the bill had entered 
a plea of guilty and had been removed by 
the marshal from the Fulton county jail 
to the government prison in Ohio. These 
prisoners were needed by the defense and 
their testimony in the case was profoundly 
material. Before these men were removed 
to the penitentiary the defense had served 
notice upon the court that they would be 
introduced on the trial. By reason of a 
misunderstanding they had been removed 
from the district and could not be reached. 
In this connection Colonel Glenn read a 
letter from the attorney general of the 
United States, in which he refused to allow 
the prisoners to be brought to Atlanta at 
the government’s expense. 

The attorney insisted that since the gov- 
ernment had removed the prisoners from 
the district, after notice had been served 
Dy the defense, the court should at least 
continuc the case and give the defendants 
an opportunity to raise the money. 

Quarles on the Stand. 

At this juncture the attorney called one 
of the defendants, John Quarles, to the 
platform. 

He testified that he expected to prove by 
the men in the Ohio prison that he was 
not present at Worley’s hanging and that 
he had nothing to do with the formation 
of the conspiracy. He further stated that 
he had made every effort within his power 
te keep the men in the court’s jurisdiction 
so as to be able to produce them as wit- 
nesses in his behalf. 

In reply to a question from the attorney 
he ‘stated that he had no property and 
no means of raising money. 

David Butner was also called to the 
stand. He testified to the same effect and 
gave it as his opiriion that if the case 
was continued he would probably be ab! 
to raise as much as $200 toward uringing 
the prisoners to Atlanta. 

Deputy M O. &. Mitchell, who was | 


and the testimony of the defendants Judge 
Newman held that the showing was in- 
sufficient and overruled the motion for a 
continuance. He thought it unfortunate 
for the defendants fhat the witnesses in 
question were in the Ohio penitentiary, but 
he could not bring a witness into court 
who was not in the district and within 100 
miles of the courthouse. 

Colonel Glenn insisted that, under the 
circumstances, he was entitled to the 
right of habeas corpus. He had made 
every effort to get the witnesses and had 
failed through no lack of diligence on the 
part of the defense. 

Judge Newman stated. that. before he 
could grant to attorney’s request he would 
have to make a cash deposit. Colonel 
Glenn differed with the court as to the 
legal necessity of making such a cash de- 
posit, but was overruled. 

As soon as the ruling of the court was 
made on the motion for continuance a 
panel of jurors was called into the box. 

Colonel Glenn’s Demurrer. 


Colonel Glenn then proceeded to argue 
his demurrer to the bill of indictment. He 
took the position fhat the offense had been 
insufficiently charged since tt was not al- 
leged in the indictment that the men re- 
ported by Worley were really guilty of 
illicit distilling. The bill also failed to 
show that the conspiracy was formed by 
reason of this fact and the crime commit- 
ted in pursuance of the conspiracy. Con- 
ceding that the bill was perfectly good, 
Colonel Glenn next addressed himself to 
the main proposition as to whether or not 
informing the revenue officers was a right 
and privilege that brought him within the 
protection of the United States court. On 
this point a number of legal decisions 
were cited by the attorney. 

He next addressed himself to the fourth 
ground of the demurrer, taking the posi- 
tion that a commissioner’s court was not 
a court of the United States. 

Sustained on One Ground. 


Judge Newman informed Colonel Glenn 
that he did not care to hear from him on 
this point, as he agreed with him in his 
position. He did not think himself that 
a commissioner’s court was a court in the 
legal sense and within the purview of the 
statute, but was an adjunct of the cifcuit 
court. 

In regard to the other grounds of the de- 
murrer they were overruled by Judge New- 
man. . The court held it to be unnecessary 
to allege in the indictment that the par- 
ties informed against were really guilty. 
as that would necessitate a proof of that 
charge and make the issue a complex one. 
He also ruled that every man who aided 
the revenue officers and served the gove 
ernment in the coilection of its revenue 
was entitled to the court’s protection. He 
had no doubt in his mind on this point, 
but in regard to the last ground of the 
demurrer he was disposed to agree with 
Colonel Glenn. He did not consider the 
commissioner’s court a court in the legal 
Or statutory sense and thought the bill 
should allege the circuit court of the 
United States of which the commissioner's 
court Was @ branch. 

The district attorney asked to be heard 
on this point. In maintaining the proposi- 
tion that a commi*issioner’s court was a 
court of the United States able arguments 
made by the district aitorney and 
Colonel T. W. Rucker. They failed to 
Shake the opinion of the court, however, 
and the demurrer was sustained on the 
last ground.

disposed of only two 
counts in the bill of indictment and four 
remained. On these four counts the case 
will proceed this morning.

CAMPBELL WILL NOTGET THE ARAGON 


Leland May Be Manager of the Kim- 
ball at a Stipulated Salary. 


THE MARKHAM TO BE GREATLY ENLARGED 


The Aragon’s Room Space Wil! Be Doubled 
Great Activity in the Circles of 
Local Hostelries. 


The Aragon hotel is soon to have an ad- 
dition of two hundred rooms. 

And Mr. Charles Beerman, proprietor of 
the Kimball and Markham, has determined 
to enlarge the Markham house with quite a 
considerable addition in the rear. 

The plans have already been outlined for 
the enlargements contemplated for the 
Markham, and the architects have drawn 
off their work. 

Mr. Beerman’s idea is to have the entire 
lot just behind the Markham, which has 
been vacant all along, filled up with a 
handsome building that will join to the 
Markham proper, and furnish a great deal 
of room for housing the visitors to the 
exposition. The work will be commenced 
in the near future, and the Markham, 
when finished, will have nearly twice as 
many rooms as it now offers to the public. 

“I am just waiting to have a conference 
with Mr. Baldwin, third vice president of 
the Southern railway,” said Mr. Beerman 
last night to The Constitution, ‘‘and see 
just what can be done in the matter. I 
understand that he wants to get part of 
the ground back of the Markham house 
for the purpose of building a depot there 
to serve as the station for the exposition 
Trains. If he does, we may arrange to 
have the first floor taken up as a depot for 
the Southern railway and then build above 
that for hotel rooms, which will connect 
with the Markham house proper.” 

This indicates how definite are the plans 
of the well-known hotel man in the en- 
largements mentioned, and shows that the 
present hotel men of Atlanta are fully alive 
to the situation. 

The plans for the additions to the Aragon 
are equally definite. 

Mr. Bell, the proprietor, said to The Con- 
stitution last night: ‘‘The architects have 
already been surveying the ground, and 
will in the near future draw up their plans 
for the work. 

“The enlargement will give us two hun- 
dred more rooms than we have at present, 
which means that we will have nearly 400 
rooms all told.”’ 

As to Rumored Changes. 

There have been several rumors lately of 
changes in the management of the Kimball 
and the Aragon, Atlanta’s two leading 
hotels. ¥ 

it turns out that there is nothing in the 
rumor concerning the Aragon. 

It was printed in The Constitution several 
weeks ago how Mr.-J. R. Campbell, pro- 
prietor of the St. James hotel, of Jackson- 
ville, had been making overtures for an 
interest in. the Aragon hotel of this city. 
Mr. Campbell was in the city, and made 
@ proposition to Mr. Bell, proprietor of the 
Aragon, for a goood share of the stock of 
the company. The Aragon company is cap- 
italized at $100,000, and Mr. Bell is holder 
of the vast majority of this stock. 

When he was approached by Mr. Camp- 
bell, he told him that he did not wish tu 
give up the controlling interest in the 
hotel, and would not consent to do so, but 
he would not object to selling as much 
stock as he might want under an amount 
that would still leave him controlling in- 
terest. 

Mr. Campbell said he would confer with 
Mr. Ewing, a New Yorker, well known ip 
the Wall street circles, and let Mr. Beall 
know on the first of April. 

On the first of April Mr. Campbell came 
to Atlanta, but the deal did not go through 
for reasons that are not known—probably 
through some failure to agree that is of 
minor interest to the public. 

Mr. Bell, proprietor of the Aragon, will 
not talk about the details for publication, 
and only says that it was never intended 
that the control of the hotel should go out 
of its present hands, and that it was orig- 
inally stipulated that the management 
should remain the same. 

“We have no reason for wanting to give 
up the management of a property that we 
have tried so hard and spent so much 
money to build up in the past few years 
just at the time when we have built it up 
to satisfactory results,’’ remarked Mr. Bell. 

“You see,’’ he resumed, ‘‘we took charge 
of the Aragon when all things seemed to 
be against us. We Knew there was some- 
thing in the future, so we stood it out 
bravely the first year. We knew well 
enough that Atlanta had a future that war- 
ranted the step and we banked on it. We 
are not a bit disappointed now. The clouds 
have rolled away and We are enjoying the 
finest sort of business. There is a constant 
demand for rooms far in advance, and we 
feel profoundly interested in our future. 
This is why we would hesitate before sell- 
ing stock and why we should positively re- 
fuse to yield up absolute control of the 
property we have striven so hard to make 
what it is today.”’ 

It is known that the Aragon has enjoyed 
a most prosperous season. It is also known 
that it has promise of a splendid business 
in the future. 

Already there is booked a deluge of more 
than two thousand guests between October 
12th and November 2th next, that being 
a season of several imporant conventions 
in this city. The Bridge and Car Builders’ 
Association of the United States, Canada 
and Mexico is to be held in this city be- 
tween those dates and will bring a thou- 
sand people here. The National Steam 
Laundrymen’s Association is to be held 
here about the same time, and the Mis- 
souri Press Association has spoken for 
rooms at the same time, there being more 
than three hundred in the party.

James hotel for twenty-six years and the 
property has always paid. It is owned by 
a stock company in which he is the con- 
trolling stockholder. During the season 
of 1887-88, the year in which President and 
Mrs. Cleveland were guests in the St. James 
nearly a week, the hotel made a clear 
profit of $65,000. For the past etght sum- 
mer months Campbell has rested, his last 
summer engagement having been at Wau- 
kesha, Wis.”’

Financial Gossip. 


From The New York Stockholder. 

There is little improvement in business 
and prominent financiers are interested 
in upholding values, thereby facilitating 
their task of keeping gold in the country. 

It seems probable, therefore, that notl.- 
ing more significant than a traders’ con- 
cession will be witnessed for the present, 
that no important decline will occur till 
tne market receives a pronounced shock. 
Should the bond syndicate lose control 
of the world’s exchanges, resulting in 
exports of gold, or should staple products 
reach again that acute stage of depression 
which prevailed early in the year, there 
would be cause for a readjustment of 
opinion—and of values. 

Speculative influences and hope out- 
weigh for the time being substantial fac- 
tors which ordinarily shape the course 
of prices. Hence we have these anomalies: 
Burlington at 73, and dividends not earned, 
though economies are unprecedented; New 
York Central at 95, though earnings are 
less than even the reduced dividend—less 
by $600,000 than the amount_required for 
the 1 per cent dividend last declared; St. 
Pail at 58, though in nine months gross 
earnings have decreased 3,594,000, and 
Northwest at 92, though earnings in 1895 
are very little larger than in years when 
the mileage operated was 800 miles smaller. 

These are speculative phenomena, ex- 
plained by the ardent hopes and adequate 
resources of holders, and their underesti- 
mating of the gravity of °94’s crop failure, 
the effects of which will be seen for 
months to’ come in poor earnings, a light 
tonnage and diminished purchases of goods 
by that very important: class of buyers— 
the farmers. 

Conservative authorities agree that there 
is some gain in the volume of business. 
Bank clearings, while still much smaller 
than -in normal times, are consistent with 
that view, aggregating for the past week 
£1,062,000, $94.000 more than a year azo. when 
Susiness was very dull, and $217,000 less 
than in ’93, just before the panic. 

Other tests of trade are less favorable, 
especially money. It is a remarkable fact 
that notwithstanding that millions have 
been locked up call rates averaged last 
week but little above 2 ner cent, and 
that both call and time money after a little 
upward spurt relapsed in the absence of 
demand either from speculative sources 
in the stock exchange district or from 
trade channels without. 

Earnings improve slowly, {n some cases 
not at all. The south in the latter respect 
is very disappointing, with poor results 
by such systems as the Louisville and 
the Southern railway. Some of the hank- 
rupts, however, do better, as the Atchison 
and the Northern Pacific, the latter show- 
ing an increase of $90,000 the fourth week 
in “March. The railroad situation as a 
whole is about as unfavorable as at any 
time since the panic. Hence fortv-five 
roads the fourth week decreased ‘0.22 per 
cent, against an increase of 1.36 per cent 
by the eightv-seven the third week and 
a gain of 1.32 by eighty-two the second 
week, 

Western roads the past week suffered 4 
heavy decrease in tonnage, the falling off 
in grain alone from ’94 as represented by 
deliveries at primary markets being no 
less than 4,000,000 bushels. The eastern 
trunk lines at the same time made the 
lowest grain and provision rates to the 
seaboard in ten years and got very little 
freight at that. They will get still less 
with the opening of navigation, which is 
a matter of only a short time.

The joint executive committee up 
to Saturday were not officially advised 
that all the foreign members had signed 
the plan, but expect such notification at 
any moment. 

As the planting season progresses condi- 
tions become more favorable and there is 
no longer much talk of serious restriction 
in acreage. At the same time there is a 
grave disposition to give consideration to 
the crop movement and the enormous 
amount of cotton which has come into 
sight since September Ist, no less than 
9,142,000 bales, against 6,909,000 in the cor- 
responding period a year age. « 

Far from confirming the claim of small 
supplies in farmers’ hands, current re- 
ceipts are so large 2s to corroborate trust- 
worthy advices that a larger amount of 
cotton is being held back than is gen- 
erally understood. As regards speculation 
it has quieted down, leaving the bull com- 
bination loaded up! Buyers of futures for 
long account will no doubt he supplied hv 
the combine’s brokers from now on. We 
believe cotton should be sold-on the rallies.

New York, April 8.—There was still a cer- 
tain amount of sparkle; the market was Dy 
no means destitute of life, It bubbled up 5 
to 7 points early in the day and, although 
it simmered down later on till the rise was 
lost, still later it rose 3 to 4 points and clos- 
ed very steady with sales of 106,200 bales, 
Prices were stirred up today as much as 
anything by bullish cables, Liverpool was 
active, the spot sales being 15,000, while 
prices were 1-32d higher, Futures there ran 
up 2 to 2%-points, though half of this was 
lost later on, Furthermore Manchester was 
strong, and its reports from East India 
hold out the promise of a brisk trade.

Cash oats were easier and about 4c 
per bushel lower. 

Provisions—A pretty good inquiry for pro- 
duct was tounid to exist at the opening, 
and changes at that tin:c were inadequate 
to the demand. The light run of hogs, an® 
an advance in their price communicated the 
feeling of firmness to provisions, but along 
later in the session holders became less 
stiff in their views and recessions followed. 
At the close a somewhat steadier tone dé 
veloped and final prices were 2%c under Sat- 
uréay for May pork, unchanged from that 
for May lard and a shade lower for May 
ribs.

Chicago, April 8.—The bearish feeling that 
Started wheat at the opening, caused by 
general rains last night, was of short dura- 
tion, and as soon as a few selling orders 
had been satisfied the market strengthened, 
remaining strong the greater part of the 
Session, some of the early sellers turning 
buyers when the visible supply returns be- 
sun to coms in, showing a decrease 
of 1,605,000 bushels, bringing the total vis- 
ible down to 72,703,000, being only 1,955,000 
larger than a year ago. It may be an in- 
teresting face to know that since the Ist 
of January our visible has decreased near- 
ly 40 per cent more than the same time last 
year. The cash inquiry continues brisk, 
With bids only 4c under the May price, be- 
ing now on a good shipping basis with all 
the markets for the first time in a long 
time. It is quite probable exporters will be 
kept very busy, especially so long-as these 
conditions prevail. Shipments from Argen- 
tine amounted to 1,792,000, against nearly 
3,000,000 for the same time last year, but the 
amount on passage showed an increase of 
1,360,000 bushels, which caused a weakening 
feeling. and depressed values about 4c. Ex- 
ports were fairly large at 333,000 bushels of 
Wheat and flour, Primary receipts Were 
~01,000, against 457,000 last year. Receipts 
in the northwest were over 200 cars smaller 
than the same day last year, On the whole 
the market has been uninteresting, caused 
by the very light trade. The close was 
steady, 

Primary receipts of corn aggregated 175,- 
000, against 403,000 the same time last year. 
The trade is very quiet in a speculative 
way, The cash demand is good with offer- 
ings very light. The visible supply showed a 
good decrease, amounting to 517,000 bushels, 
bringing the total visible down to 12,890,000 
bushels.

Barr- 
ing an accident such as crop disaster, now 
Seemingly impossible, anyching -more 
nifidant than speculative rally is scarcely 
to be expected. The large operators in 
Chicago seem inclined to anticipate still 
lower prices as the harvest approaches, 
and they are men of keen speeulalive dis- 
cernment. 
rom the crop outlook speculative atten- 
tion is being diverted to the May deal. In 
a few days holders of May Options will 
begin to change over into July. That will 
mean liquidation. The deal will be taken 
care of, of course, but probably more or 
less at the expense of values.

On Thursday the declin- 
ing rendency was checked Dy large ¢ Y port 
takings and a somewbat better feeling and 
a little gain in the price was the resul: 
at the close. It was indeed. surprising 
Thursday that clearances of over 1,000,000 
Dushels in two days did not exert a more 
bullish influence. But against .that was 
the argument—and it seemed *o have more 
or less force with thé speculator—that the 
wheat was shipped out in sailing vessels 
tQ Save storage. Both the large clearances 
and the better export demand must, how- 
ever, be counted on the side of the bull, 
notwithstanding that their effect was not 
pronounced. So must a very material fall- 
ing off in receipts, as snown by the above 
table, about half a million bushels. Prceb- 
such :falling off would have been 

more seriously than it was had 
not resulted from the fact that farmers 
verywhere were busy with sy} work, 
the seeding of spring wheat and oats.

Te ae 
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Commissioner Spalding States Theat He 
: Meant No Retiection—The Meet- 
ing Lasted an Hour. . 


The investigation which Solicitor Lewis 
Thomas asked of the board of county 
commissioners was disposed of yesterday 
morning in very short order by a ‘complete 
exoneration of the solicitor. 

Solicitor Thomas made a statement re- 
garding the office and the manner of con- 
ducting the business and showed that he 
had absolutely nothing to Wo with the 
collecting of the fines. 
Spalding, whose remarks appear to have 
been misunderstood by the solicitor, stated 
very positively several times during the 
meeting that he intended no reflection upon 
Solicitor Thomas and knew that the solici-. 
tor had nothing to do with collecting fines. 

It was an investigation which concluded 
amid the wing-fluterings of the conven- 
tional flock of peace doves, which are re- 
garded as the harbingers of harmony and 

good will. 

The demand by Solicitor Thomas for an 
investigation grew out of certain figures 
read at a recent meeting of the board by 
Commissioner Spalding. The figures, as 
explained by Mr. Spalding, indicated that 
there had been a reduction of the fines 
after the judge had imposed them. Solici- 
tor Thomas’s explanation, which he 


verified by producing the proper docu- ; 


ments in every instance, was sufficient ant 
Was accepted by the board. The solicitor 
Was very insistent in bringing out the 
point that no refiection was intended and 
Commissioner Spalding stated that he 
placed the matter before the board simply 
as an official, while as a matter of fact 
the figures had been handed to him by 
another member of the board. 

The meeting was calicd to order shority 
after 10 o'clock and the chairman stated 
the purpose of the meeting. 

Commissioner Brown said that the board 
had no jurisdiction and declared that he 
would take no part in it, no matter how 
the board might decide. ‘Mr. Brown 
thought it was a matter for the governor 
or the grant jury. 

Commissioner Spalding said that he saw 
no reason for an investigation; that he 
had not intended to reflect upon the solici- 
tor, but that he was willing that the solici- 
tor should have an investigation and moved 
that he be given one. 

‘In reply to the charges of Mr. Spald- 
ing—” began thé solicitor. 

Chairman Collier thought there should 
be something more definite to go upon. 
He thought that there should be some set 
manner of procedure and some limit. 

He Made No Charges. 

“The gentleman is mistaken,” said Mr. 
Spalding, “if he says this meeting is for 
the purpose of investigating what I said 
about his office. What I stated was some- 
thing that had been told me and I so 
stated at the time that I understood this. 
It came to me with apparent correctness 
and I believed it or 1 would not have 
stated it. 

“I preferred no charges. The statement 
was made without any thought as to the 
personnel of the gentieman occupying the 
office of solicitor. It was the system I was 
after. When it was stated by a member 
that it was a matter for the governor and 
that the solicitor should be removed, I 
took issue with him. I said that it was 
the system we shouli change and that we 
were not after individuals. 

**As to the fines, I said that if the solicit- 
or was asked about the matter he would 
gay that he did not collect the fines, and 
if his bailiff, Mr. McConnell, was asked, 
he would say the same thing. And this 
would be the truth, for they have nothing 
to do with the collection of the fines. Right 
here, as I have spoken of Mr. MoConnell, I 
desire to correst a remark of mine. I re- 
ferred to him the other day as Solicitor 
Thomas’s man Friday. I want to withdraw 
the remark. It was simply a slip. I do not 
know Mr. McConnell, and had no right to 
say such a thing. For all I know, he is 
an admirable man and a gentleman. I 
move to give Mr. Thomas anything he 
wants.’’ 

Matters Become Harmonious. 

After a lot of discussion it was decided 
to hear from Mr. Thomas. He began by read- 
ing from the act of 1891 defining the duties 
of the solicitor of the city criminal court. 
He paused to ask again if Mr. Spalding in- 
tended to reflect upon him. Chairman 
Brown thought that Mr. Spalding’s state- 
ments had been sweeping enough and could 
gee no reason for going on with the matter. 
After reading the act, Mr. Thomas said: 

“T have never collected a fine in the course 
of my official career as solicitor. When 


the committee from the bar was preparing ' 


the act by which the city criminal cours 
of Atlanta was to be governed, I requested 
the members to take the collecting of fines 
out of my hands and put it with the sheriff. 
This was done, and I am paid by check 
from the sheriff.’’ 

Solicitor Thomas then singled out a num- 
ber of instances in which if had appeared 


Commissioner - 


stances of this kind, the solicitor said: 
“I don’t think Chairman Collier would 


do me an injustice, and I didn’t think that 


Mr, Spalding would.” 

“Do you mean to say fhat you believe that 
after what I have said? If you do, it’s your 
misfortune,” said Mr. Spalding. 

More Harmony in the Meeting. 

After explaining his attitude, Solicitor 
Thomas spoke very eloquently of Bailiff 
McConnell, and compared his work: to that 
of Bailiff Moneghan, of the superior court, 
who is one of the most efficient and thor- 
ough of all the court officials and who has 
the work of getting up the superior court 
cases, among which are many of the most 
important tried in the state. 

There was some discussion as to how the 
meeting should be recorded on the min- 
utes, and the meeting adjourned with the 
understanding that there had been no re- 
fiections upon anybody and that the ex- 
planation was entirely satisfactory and al- 
together. unnecessary.

He 
has been intimately connected with the 
departments of law and order in: Atlanta, 
almost since the cessation of the war 
and his long experience with criminals 
and law-breakers, and his observation, 
gained in his different fields of work, em- 
inently qualified him for the office to 
which he was chosen by the people at the 
last election. 

Jude Perkenson was for many years 
sheriff of Fulton county. He was con- 
nected with that department either in the 
capacity of sheriff or deputy, for almost a 
quarter of a century, making evident the 
fact that he was fittingly qualified to pre- 
side over a court of justice, he having 
long since become thorougfily familiar 
with the law and its violators. 

The judge has been confined to his home 
by serious illness for several months and 
while he is still very feeble, his friends 
have hopes of the early recovery of his 
good health. Judge Perkerson was one of 
the most valiant soldiers in the confederate 
army and is a prominent member of the 
Confederate Veterans’ Association, and is 
being looked after by his old associates 
in his present illness, with tentier care.

‘That wayward young fellow, P. M. Thom- 
as, from Florida, spent a rough day yes- 
terday, He was visited in his cell at the 
station house by a number of victims upon 
whom he passed worthless checks, and 
who were anxious to identify him, All of 
them were positive that he was the man, 
but Thomas would admit nothing. 

He is a surly individual with a mysterious 
Dhysiognomy. His eyes are half closed all 
the while.

Thomas is a prodigal son. He says that 
his father owns the De Soto hotel in Tam- 
pa, and has interests in other large hotels 
in the southern part of the state.

The turmoil and strife of the police elec- 
tion have passed. There is not a ripple 
after the storm. Quietly, soberly and re- 
signedly the men have accepted the new 
conditions. With mechanical and soldier- 
like regularity they have settled down, 
those who were affected by fhe change 
and from their serene deportment it 
would be difficult to imagine that only a 
week ago the whole department was in a 
quiver of excitement. 

Many good men who were affected by 
the reorganization are worthy of more 
than usual notice, but there are two whose 
characters and records bring them forth 
prominently as objects of interest and con- 
cern. Both are men of striking individ- 
uality, earnest in all things that touch on 
their work, active in the performance of 
duty and thoroughly conversant with the 
criminal class, their types and character- 
istics; both are men of wonderful valor, 
and their courage has been put to the 
test many times, but they are entirely dif- 
ferent in many respects and their pecu- 
liarities put them in strange contrast, 

When the result of the election was 
made known one went up and the other 
took an opposite direction. Henry Jen- 
nings was placed in command as a Ccap- 
tain and Joe Green was shoved off as a 
patrolman in a dark corner of the city. 
It was the greatest surprise of the election 
—this reduction of Joe Green from the de- 
tective force. What the reason of this 
change was cannot be imagined, as Green 
was acknowledged to be the most astute 
officer naturally, and the hardest worker 
on the force. There are many who have 
wendered at the change and the question 
comes up every day as to what caused it. 

Joe is reticent about the affair and when 
questioned stretches his face good natured- 
ly and winks. 

“Dunno; guess’the fellers thought I was 
better on runnin’ down niggers than I was 
on gettin’ at the crooks in this exposition 
year,’ he says and walks away sublimely 
resigned to the dictates of fate and the 
mandates of his superiors. 

But there is a tinge of pathos in the 
change which only those familiar with the 
career of the man can appreciate. 

Joe Green is tall and his six-foot frame 
bends decidedly at the shoulders, above 
which a hong neck projects, terminating in 
a face that is worth the while to study. 
t is the typical face of the detective, with 
small, searching eyes and prominent fea- 
tures that at once suggest the mysterious. 

Years ago Green was the strongest man 
on the force and prided himself upon his 
powerful physique, but recently his cheeks 
have grown holiow and his step is slower. 

"Got a pain in my chest this morning. 
Had a hemorrhage last night. Pretty bad, 
but guess I'll have to stand it,’’ he said 
several days ago as he swung into line 
and marched off with the rest of the 
force. 

There are many yet on the police force 
who are acquainted with the circum- 
stances which brought about the enervated 
condition of Green. 

It was in 1883. Green had then been a 
patrolman a number of years. He was 
doing the work of call officer with John 
Abbott, who is now at the same work. 
The station house was in a di ferent part 
of the city. Shortly after 3 o'clock one 
morning they were called to the fourth 
ward by some one who had seen a light 
in a place which was a saloon with a 
billiard room attached. 

The officers arrived and entered 
place through a back window. The burg- 
lar, a large, defiant looking negro, was 
captured. On the trip to the station 
house he made several efforts to resist and 
it Was necessary to watch him carefully. 

Arriving at the main entrance to the 
station house Abbott entered first, leaving 
the negro with Green, but just as the 
negro put his foot into the hallway, with 
a sudden motion of his right hand he 
grabbed a long dirk from his clothes and 
began to Slash furiously. Green’s right 
hand was held by the nippers, which were 
also about the burgiar’s hand. It was im- 
possible for him to defend ‘himself. 

The first rake of the dirk cut a gash six 
inches long in the officer’s back. Another 
followed, entering the neck not far from 
the jugular vein. Again the long Knife was 
lifted and stuck deep in the 
temple. He received other wounds equally 
as serious, from which the blood was 
spurting.

dropped to the floor and the 
negro jerked himself loose and ran. As | 
Green fell he reached for his pistol, firing * 
as the burglar ran from the door. Stumb- 
ling to his feet he followed and with 
the other officers, who had come to his as- 
sistance, entered into a chase that cost 
the bwrglar’ his ‘life. While leaping a 
fence near the courthouse a ball from 
Green’s pistol plowed its way through 
the back of his head. He was found dying. 

For weeks Green was expected é@very 
day to die. No hope was entertained for 
his recovery, but he, in #ome peculiar way, 
pulled through. He had given up all 
hopes of returning to the force, but after 
two years’ absence, during which he was 
suffering from the effects of his wounds, 
he came back to the service, where he has 
since regularly remained. 

Since then, however, he has neyer fully 
recovered and his old wounds have re- 
cently been the cause of continued suffer- 
ing. 

There are thrilling incidents in the 
official career of Joe Green that would 
stuff volumes. His assiduous and con- 
stant work as a detective brought him out 
prominently as an officer of more than 
ordinary ability. His removal is hard to 
understand.

But the interesting chapter in his life 
comes before his connection with the po- 
lice force. It Was made during the war 
and a braver officer never shouldered the 
musket, or rather pulled the lanyard, for 
Jennings belonged to the artillery.

He arrived just in 
the right time, for the confederates were 
being driven back and the enemy was 
torging. ahead toward the place. 

With quick commands Captain Jennings 
ordered that his guns be turned at once on 
the advancing lines. ‘ne effect Was Wone- 
derfui.
